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CUSTOMS LAW PRACTICE: 
SCOPE AND CHALLENGE

By HE practice of Customs law is a specialized branch of the legal profession 


gage. While many lawyers have been admitted to practice before the United 
States Customs Court, it is estimated that not more than 150 attorneys regularly 
practice in this highly specialized field. The offices of most of these attorneys 
are located in New York City, where the United States Customs Court has its 
permanent headquarters. At a few of the larger ports of entry at which the 
Customs Court holds circuit hearings, such as Boston, Baltimore, Detroit, San 


Francisco and Los Angeles, only two or 
three attorneys specialize in Customs 
work. 

The Customs Section of the Department 
of Justice, which handles all customs cases 
of a civil nature arising in the United 


States, likewise has a comparatively small 
staff, composed of highly specialized trial 
lawyers whose work is limited to the Cus- 


toms field. Although stationed in New 
York City, these attorneys represent the 
Government at Customs Court circuit 
hearings at ports of entry throughout the 
United States, its territories and posses- 
sions. 

The United States Customs Court, cre- 
ated by Act of Congress in 1926, has ex- 
clusive nation-wide jurisdiction over civil 
controversies arising under the tariff and 
customs laws of the United States. Nine 
Judges, appointed by the President, com- 
prise the Bench of that Court, which holds 
regular sessions at New York throughout 
the year. Circuit sessions of the Court at 
which one Judge usually presides are held 
periodically at ports of entry throughout 
the United States, its territories and 
possessions, to permit importers to obtain 
judicial review of customs administrative 
assessments and rulings at the ports of 
entry where their controversies arise. The 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Customs 
Court over tariff controversies also in- 
sures uniformity of decisions throughout 
the United States, as required by Article 
I, Section 8, Clause 1 of the Constitution. 

On first impression, Customs law prac- 
tice may seem very limited in scope, con- 
cerned only with merchandise rather than 
with people. Suits in the United States 
Customs Court involve tons of crude ma- 





terials, carloads of produce, bales of rags, 
yards of textiles, cases of manufactured 
goods. Personal relationships of adver- 
sary parties are seldom involved, since 
Customs Court actions deal principally 
with the rate and amount of customs 
duties chargeable on imported merchan- 
dise or its dutiable value, the facts relat- 
ing to the determination thereof, and the 
interpretation and construction of our 
tariff laws. 

After 25 years in legal work in the 
customs field, ranging from the review of 
liquidated entries at the custom house, to 
trial work and appellate appearances, the 
writer can say that, far from being the 
dull and uninteresting field a general prac- 
titioner or lay person might imagine, cus- 
toms law is a fascinating and challenging 
profession. While it may be more exact- 
ing, demanding, and time-consuming than 
other branches of the law, it is a com- 
pletely absorbing field and offers a never- 
ending challenge to the inquisitive mind. 

Few other fields of law require such 
continuous study of a practically unlim- 
ited range of academic subjects normally 
unrelated to the law, such as chemistry, 
botany, engineering, electronics, metal- 
lurgy, to name but a few. Customs cases 
frequently involve inquiries into the com- 
position, design, or chemical properties of 
imported articles, or the nature of the 
component materials of which they are 
made, or their function or method of op- 
eration, or the chief use to which they are 
put throughout the United States. At 
least an elementary understanding of 
many diversified fields must be acquired—

CUSTOMS LAW PRACTICE — Continued 
all those fields of commerce, industry, sci- 
ence, manufacturing, the fine arts, agri- 
culture, and every other field of endeavor 
in which importers may be engaged, or 
for which they may supply equipment or 
supplies. In some instances, unless cus- 
toms counsel is familiar with the termi- 
nology of the trade or industry involved, 
even basic communication between counsel 
and expert witnesses may be difficult. 

For these reasons, there is a consider- 
able degree of specialization even within 
this specialized field. Thus, administra- 
tively, particular types of articles or 
classes of merchandise are assigned to 
individual customs field officers who ex- 
amine and advisorily classify imported 
merchandise, so that they may become 
experts on the articles which they handle. 
A similar practice is also followed in the 
Customs Section of the Department of 
Justice. Cases coming before the Customs 
Court are also assigned, according to 
subject, to particular Divisions of the 
Court. 

The field is becoming progressively more 
complex, with the rapid advances now 
being made in science and technology, and 
with the increase in the volume of imports. 
The flow of imports through the port of 
Los Angeles, alone, has increased from 
approximately 8,000 dutiable entries in 
1935, to an estimated 75,000 dutiable en- 
tries in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1960. During the same period, the value of 
imports through the Los Angeles Customs 
District increased from $50 million in 1935 
to $516 million in the calendar year 1958 
and to $727 million in the calendar year 
1959. Figures released by the U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce in its Annual Re- 
port FT 120 indicate that Los Angeles im- 
ports in 1958 amounted to 4.1% of total 
United States imports, which were valued 
at over $12 billion. 

With this ever-growing volume and 
variety of imports, the Customs Court and 
customs attorneys deal daily with subjects 
which vary from the sublime to the ridic- 
ulous: from inspirational stained glass 
windows which are works of art, to poly- 
styrene paper weights; from complex elec- 
tronic equipment to hand-sewing needles; 
from marble wainscoting to artificial 
teeth; from laboratory instruments to 
travelling irons; from complete generator 
plants to stove bolts; from automobiles to 
bicycle horns; from exquisite wearing ap- 
parel of ornamented fine fabrics to shop 
towels and wiping rags; from plywood 
panels to ice-cream sticks; from thorough- 
bred race horses to chocolate-covered ants. 
While some of these articles may seem 
trivial, problems relating to the proper 
tariff classifications and the duties charge- 
able on them are serious to the importers 
involved. 

When new industrial and manufactur- 
ing materials are developed, customs prob- 
lems often arise. Plastics, which were not

known to commerce in 1930 or provided 
for in the Tariff Act, present problems of 
customs classification; if composed of sub- 
stances in which synthetic resin is the 
chief binding agent, for example, higher 
rates of duty apply than to nonenumer- 
ated plastic articles composed wholly of 
synthetic resin in which no filler is used. 
Classification of synthetic textiles creates 
similar problems. 

Customs counsel 
only with the decisions of the United 
States Customs Court and the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent Ap- 
peals, but must also keep informed of the 
rulings and regulations of the Bureau 
of Customs, the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Ad- 
ministration, and other governmental 
agencies having jurisdiction over various 
types of imported articles. Legislation be- 
fore Congress must be studied for possible 
changes in rates of duty and administra- 
tive procedures affecting imports. Also re- 
quiring attention are proceedings before 
the United States Tariff Commission, 
Proclamations of the President affecting 
tariffs, quotas, and import fees, and the 
negotiation of Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments.

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tariff laws is determined on the basis of 
market conditions in the country of ex- 
portation. The applicability or non-ap- 
plicability of a tax in a foreign country, 
depending upon the correct interpretation 
of a foreign law, may increase or decrease 
the dutiable value of imported merchan- 
dise on which ad valorem duties are col- 
lected. Foreign statutory export controls 
or restrictions may likewise affect dutiable 
value. 

These burdensome aspects of the prac- 
tice of customs law are more than offset, 
however, by other considerations. The 
practice of Customs law affords to the 
lawyer the opportunity to deal with re- 
sponsible business people engaged in trade 
with foreign countries all over the world; 
the opportunity to deal with highly qual- 
ified Government officials throughout the 
United States; the privilege of appearing 
before a special trial court created to hear 
and determine tariff controversies, the 
United States Customs Court, at New 
York and on circuit, and before the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent Ap- 
peals in Washington, D. C. in appellate 
proceedings; the mental stimulation of 
participating in proceedings by which the 
judicial interpretation of statutes, proc- 
lamations of the President, treaties, and 
rulings relating to our import trade are 
determined; and the satisfaction of thus 
contributing, at least in some small mea- 
sure, to the smoother flow cf world trade, 
and to the implementation of the foreign 
economic policy of our nation.

TRADE LIBERALIZATION 


Developments during the last two years which have resulted in the elimination of 
any of the restrictions of foreign trade which have persisted since World War II are 
described in a statement issued jointly on April 25, 1960, by the U. S. Departments of 
State, Commerce, and Agriculture In addition to describing progress which has been 
made to date, the statement is noteworthy in expressing the view of these Departments 
that “this year we expect to see the virtual elimination of discriminatory treatment, in- 
cluding that affecting agricultural products. We also expect that there will continue to be 
i sharp reduction in the use of quantitative controls over trade generally.” Copy available

EXPORT-IMPORT BANK POLITICAL RISK GUARANTEES 


On May 10th the Export-Import Bank announced that effective May 23rd it would 
commence operations in a new field of export guarantees covering non-commercial or 
political risks incident to the sale (for U. 8S. dollars) and export of products or goods 
produced or manufactured in the United States and sold on terms not in excess of 180 
days, excluding sales for cash in advance of shipment. The general intention of the 
Export-Import Bank to inaugurate such a system was previously disclosed in mid-March 

S. commercial banks having foreign departments which finance export transactions 
have been authorized to act as agents for Eximbank, in the issuance of political risk 
guarantees, as have U. 8S. insurance companies which offer export credit insurance. Other 
U. S. commercial banks may request authorization to act for Eximbank or may refer their 
customers to a correspondent bank in the United States which has an active foreign 
department In consequence, on and after May 23rd, U. 8S. exporters will be able to obtain 
political risk guarantees from U. 8S. commercial banks and U. 8S. export credit insurance 
companies without direct contact with Eximbank in Washington. 


FOREIGN EXCHANGE DECONTROL PROGRAM—PHILIPPINES 


The first steps of a program aimed at complete decontrol of foreign exchange trans- 
actions in the Philippines by 1964 were taken on April 25th. Under this program as set 
forth in the attached Circulars No. 105 and No. 106 issued by the Central Bank of the 
Vhilippines on that date, all foreign exchange receipts must be surrendered to the Cen- 
tral Bank. The latter will make reimbursements in pesos for part of these receipts at a 
free-market” rate considerably higher than the official rate. Details upon request. 


BANKERS’ MISSION TO INDIA AND PAKISTAN 


In response to the suggestion of Mr. Eugene Black, President, International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development, bankers Mr. Hermann J. Abs, Chairman, Deutsche 
Bank of Frankfurt; Sir Oliver Franks, Chairman of Lloyds Bank Ltd., London; and Mr. 
\llan Sproul, formerly Chairman of the New York Federal Reserve Bank, visited Pakistan 
and India for six weeks in February and March of this year to study economic condi- 
tions there and acquaint themselves with the current and planned development programs 
of the two countries. 

At the end of their visit, which provided extensive opportunities to observe the eco- 
nomic conditions and problems of India and Pakistan and to discuss with leaders of the 
two countries the issues involved in carrying out economic development plans, the three 
bankers recorded their general impressions in a joint letter to Mr. Eugene Black. Copy 
available upon request.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 

CANADA—Last year, Canada withdrew or modified some of the tariff concessions on 
textiles and related products it had granted to the United States and other countries 
under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). As a result of this action, 
Canada and the United States conducted negotiations for compensatory concessions from 
Canada for those withdrawn or modified. The results of these renegotiations have been 
announced by the U. S. Department of State. There will be no change on rates of duty 
on any articles imported into the United States. Instead, Canada has agreed to modify 
the duty on a number of articles imported into that country. 

SWITZERLAND—The United States has accepted the declaration on the basis of 
which Switzerland provisionally accedes to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT). Acceptance of this declaration does not involve the modification of any United 
States tariff concessions By accepting the declaration, however, the United States 
acquires direct rights to the tariff concessions negotiated in 1958 between Switzerland 
and other contracting parties to the GATT, except the United States. In return, Switzer- 
land acquires direct rights to the United States concessions granted under the GATT. 
This action does not eliminate the bilateral trade agreement the United States and Switz- 
erland negotiated in 1936. That agreement will continue in force. 


COUNCIL MOVES 
After 38 years at 45 East 17th Street, the National Council of American Importers 


moved its offices to 111 Fifth Avenue (Rooms 703-5). 
The new offices located on the northeast corner of 18th Street and Fifth Avenue

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IMPORT ACTIVITIES—Continued 
DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


SUSPENSION OF DUTIES—The Congress has passed, and the President has approved, 
measures relating to the suspension of duty on the following articles: 

Casein—The suspension of duty on casein originally enacted in 1957 expired on March 
31, 1960. A bill to continue this suspension for another period of three years was amended 
at the last moment on the Senate floor because of protests from soy bean growers, and 
as a result the suspension was continued to July 1, 1960, only. Since that action, the 
Senate Committee on Finance attached a rider to a House-approved bill, H. R. 9862 (pro 
viding for continuation of the suspension of duty on certain shoe lathes) proposing that 
the suspension of duty on casein continue until June 30, 1963. H. R. 9862 with this rider 
is now awaiting approval by the Senate. 

Alumina-Bauxite-Chicory—Public Law 86-441, approved by the President April 22 
1960, continues existing suspension of duty on certain alumina and crude bauxite to July 
15, 1962; and the existing suspension of duty on erude chicory, and the reduction in the 
duty rate on ground chicory, to July 16, 1960, 

Tanning Extracts—Public Law 86-427, approved April 22, 1960, continues to Septem- 
ber 30, 1963, existing suspension of duty on a number of tanning extracts provided for in 
paragraph 38, Tariff Act of 1930; and on the extracts of hemlock or eucalyptus suitable 
for use for tanning (regardless of their chief use). 

WEIGHTED SILK FIBER—The Federal Trade Commission issued an “Administra- 
tive Interpretation Relating to Identification of Metallically Weighted Silk Fiber.” This 
administrative interpretation of the requirements for disclosure of metallic weighting of 
silk fabrics is to be construed as supplementing the requirements of the Textile Fiber 
Products Identification Act, which became effective March 3, 1960. 

TRADE PRACTICE RULES—On April 5, 1960, the Federal Trade Commission re- 
scinded the Trade Practice Rules for the Silk, Linen, and Rayon and Acetate Textile 
Industries. The FTC states that the Textile Fiber Products Identification Act, and the 
Rules and Regulations issued under that Act, so limit the application of the trade prac 
tice rules for these three industries as to obviate the possibility of their revision. 

SEAWEEDS—Public Law 86-402, approved by the President April 4, 1960, makes 
“seaweeds not further manufactured than ground, powdered, or granulated” free of duty 
under paragraph 1722, Tariff Act of 1930. P. L. 86-402 applies to the seaweeds discribed 
above which are entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption on or after 
May 5, 1960. 

CUT JADE STONES—The Government of West Germany and Foreign Assets Control 
of the U. S. Treasury Department have concluded arrangements on the basis of which 
cut jade stones may be imported from that country directly or on a through bill of lading 
under the certificate of origin procedure. To be acceptable, the certificate must be coun 
tersigned by a Customs official of the Ministry of Finance of the Government of West 
Germany on a form provided by the Chamber of Industry and Commerce of Koblenz 
(Aussenstelle 1 dar—Oberstein) and must also be signed by an official of that Chamber

where she was elected to Phi Beta Kappa. She has been associated with the practice of Customs 
law since 1935, when she began work as law clerk in the office of the late Philip Stein, nationally 
known authority on Customs law (World Trade Personality No. 36). In 1946, she became a partner 
in the firm, the name of which was changed in 1955 to Stein and Shostak. 

Miss Shostak is a member of the Bar of the State of California, the United States Customs 
Court, which has nation-wide jurisdiction over customs controversies of a civil nature, the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent Appeals, and the Supreme Court of the United States. She 
is also admitted to practice before the Treasury Department and all field offices of the Bureau 
of Customs throughout the United States. Now first vice-president of the Foreign Trade Association 
of Southern California, Miss Shostak served as chairman of its Legislation Committee in 1955 and 
1956; as secretary of the association in 1958; and as its second vice-president in 1959. She has 
been a director of the association since 1957, the first woman to serve on the board of that 
association in its 41-year history. An active member of the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
Miss Shostak serves on its World Trade Committee, and has acted as Chairman of its Import 
Legislation and Customs Committee since 1955. She is also a member of the West Coast aes 
Trade Group of the U. S. Department of Commerce; Los Angeles World Affairs Council; and the 
National Council of American Importers, Inc. 

Miss Shostak took an active part in the civic campaign to obtain a new Custom House and 
Federal Office Building for Los Angeles. The campaign to obtain Congressional authorization 
for the building was initiated in 1944 by Philip Stein, then chairman of the Import Affairs Committee 
of the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce. Title to the expanded site has now been acquired, 
and it is expected that construction of the building, to cost $38,000,000, may begin in 1961. 

From 1946 to 1953, Miss Shostak and Mr. Stein instructed classes at the University of Southern 
California on United States Customs Administration and Procedure, the first course of its kind 
given at any university or college in the United States. Miss Shostak also collaborated with Mr. 
Stein in the preparation of text books on the subject, and a brochure on the United States Customs

U. S. TO SEND FIRST MISSION TO BRAZIL

The mission will tour principal cities, commercial centers and tourist attractions 
from May 19 through July 1. 


REGIONAL EXPORT EXPANSION COMMITTEES 


Secretary of Commerce Frederick H. Mueller has announced the formation of 33 
Regional Export Expansion Committees to create greater interest in export sales abroad 
as part of the National Export Expansion Program.

MARITIME CONTRACTS FOR SHIP-AUTOMATION STUDY 


The Maritime Administration has embarked on the first step of a long-range program 
to investigate the possibilities of application of automation to American merchant ships 

The Maritime Administration announcement covered the award of a study contract 
to the Norden Division of United Aircraft Corporation, Stamford, Conn., to investigate 
ind suggest solutions of problems involved in the instrumentation and mechanization 
of merchant ships to operate automatically 

Ideally, an automatically operated merchant ship is visualized as one that could sail 
without the services of its crew from the point where the pilot is dropped as it clears 
the harbor outbound to the point where the pilot boards the ship at its port of destina 
tion. Such a ship must be capable of self-sustained, unmanned operation for at least 30 
days without any maintenance, and for at least 90 days with only minor maintenance

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—CUSTOMS BONDS 


Page 1554 

Section 25.4(2)(16) of the Customs Regulations provides that the term bond for tem- 
porary importations (customs Form 7563-A) shall be taken in an amount of $10,000, or 
such larger amount as the collector may deem necessary That form of bond may be 
written to cover entries at only one port or may be used as a blanket obligation to cover 
entries at 2 or more ports. Experience shows that when the bond covers entries at only 
one port, it may frequently be taken in an amount considerably less than $10,000 without 
endangering the revenue In the circumstances, section 25.4(a)(16) of the regulations is 
hereby amended to read as follows: ; : 

(16) Term bond for temporary importations, customs Form 7563-A, in such 
amount as the collector may deem necessary, but in no case less than $1,000, unless 
the bond covers entries at 2 or more ports in which case the amount shall not be less 
than $10,000. [T.D. 55084.] 

The purpose of this amendment is to enable the public to use the term bond for 
temporary importations covering entries at only one port in circumstances where it is 
now infeasible because of the $10,000 minimum amount. It is, therefore, to the benefit 
of the public that this amendment be made effective at the earliest practicable date 
Accordingly, pursuant to the provisions of section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act 
(5 U.S.C. 1003), it is found that notice and public procedure thereon are unnecessary and 
contrary to the public interest and good cause is found for making this amendment 
effective upon publication in the Federal Register. 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—ADDITIONAL INVOICING 
INFORMATION 


As published in the Federal Register on December 29, 1959 (24 F.R. 10880), amend- 
ments to Part 30 of Title 15, Code of Federal Regulations, provide for the preparing of 
customs entry forms and the furnishing of “statistical information on import entry and 
withdrawal forms (customs Forms 7501, 7502, ete.) filed on or after January 1, 1960," 
by using “United States Import Duties Annotated for Statistical Reporting” in place of 
Schedule A, “Statistical Classification of Commodities Imported into the United States.” 
Additionally, section SS of the Customs Regulations has been recently amended (25 F.R. 
1016) to correspond to such change so as to require the description of merchandise on 
entries and on invoices for customs purposes in terms of “U.S.1.D. Annotated.” 

These amendments of regulations have made unnecessary the additional information 
required on customs invoices of stainless steel table flatware by T.D. 54574 (1958), 23 
F.R. 2794 

Accordingly, the requirement in T.D. 54574 for additional information on invoices of 
stainless steel table flatware is hereby revoked and the Customs Regulations are 
amended as follows

SPECIAL TONNAGE TAX AND LIGHT MONEY—GHANA 

Under date of January 5, 1960, the Government of Ghana gave to the Department 
of State proof that no discriminating duties of tonnage or imposts are imposed or levied 
in ports of Ghana upon vessels wholly belonging to citizens of the United States, or 
upon the produce, manufactures, or merchandise imported in such vessels from the 
United States, or from any foreign country. The United States Tariff Commission has 
deferred to the opinion of the Department of State that the proof given is satisfactory 
within the meaning and for the purposes of section 4228 of the Revised Statutes, as 
amended (46 U.S.C. 141). 
Therefore, by virtue of the authority vested in the President by section 4228 of the 
Statutes, as amended (46 U.S.C. 141), and delegated to the Secretary of the 
Order No. 10289 of September 17, 1951 (3 CFR, ch. II), I declare 
that the foreign discriminating duties of tonnage and imposts within the United States 
are suspended and discontinued, so far as respects vessels of Ghana and the produce, 
manufactures, or merchandise imported in said vessels into the United States from 
Ghana or from any other foreign country. This suspension and discontinuance shall take 
effect from January 5, 1960, and shall continue sc long as the reciprocal exemption of 
vessels belonging to citizens of the United States and their cargoes shall be continued 
and no longer.

Public Law 86—325, approved September 21, 1959, enacted paragraph 1823, Tariff 
Act of 1930, to provide for the entry free of duty of pumice stone imported to be used 
in the manufacture of concrete masonry products, such as building blocks, bricks, tiles, 
and similar forms, under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall pre- 
scribe. To prescribe regulations governing such importations, Part 10 of the Customs 
Regulations is hereby amended by adding the following new center head and section 

0.113 Pumice stone to be used in the manufacture of concrete masonry products, 
such as building blocks, bricks, tiles, and similar forms.—(a) Pumice stone, when 
entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption, after October 21, 1959, to 
be used in the manufacture of concrete masonry products, such as building blocks, 
bricks, tiles, and similar forms, may be released without the payment of duties, if 
there is filed with the entry or withdrawal a declaration of a person having knowledge 
of the facts that the pumice stone was imported to be used in the manufacture of 
concrete masonry products, such as building blocks, bricks, tiles, and similar forms. 
Liquidation of the entry covering the pumice stone shall be suspended until the proof 
of use provided for in paragraph (b) of this section is furnished or the time allowed 
for the production thereof has expired. 

(b) Within 1 year from the date of the entry (in the case of warehouse entries 
as well as consumption entries) or any extention of that period as hereinafter pro- 
vided for, the importer shall furnish proof of use satisfactory to the collector that the 
imported pumice stone has been used in the manufacture of concrete masonry products, 
such as building blocks, bricks, tiles, or similar forms. The collector may, upon written 
application of the importer before the expiration of the initial or any extended period, 
extend the period for further periods of 1 year each but not to exceed 5 years from 
the date of entry. 

(c) When proof of use is not furnished within the 1 year period or any extension 
thereof provided for in paragraph (b) hereof, the entry shall be liquidated with the 
assessment of duty at the appropriate rate, if any. (Secs. 1, 2, 73 Stat. 596, sec. 624, 
46 Stat. 759; 19 U.S.C. 1201 (par. 1823), 1624). [T.D. 55087.] 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—ELIMINATION OF REPORTS OF 
CHANGES IN NUMBER OF CREW

Although administrative instructions issued some time ago discontinued the previous 
requirement that the number of crew members be shown on the various marine docu- 
ments issued to vessels, it has come to attention that the Customs Regulations still con- 
tain a requirement that changes in the number of the crew be noted on vessel documents 
In order to eliminate that requirement, seetion 3.26(¢), Customs Regulations, is amended 
by deleting the words “nor in the number of persons in its crew” appearing at the end 
of the first sentence thereof. The paragraph will then read as follows: 


(c) A document need not be surrendered because the engine of the vessel is 
changed, if there is no change in the rig, dimensions, or tonnage of the vessel, nor 
because of a change in the service of the vessel, when there is no change in trade. In 
such a case, a notation of the change shall be made on the document by a collector 
of customs and initialed by him. [T.D. 55090.] 


MARKING OF COUNTRY OF ORIGIN, PRODUCTS OF SOVIET ZONE OF 
GERMANY: THE SOVIET SECTOR OF BERLIN: OR OF POLAND 


Articles manufactured or produced in the Soviet Zone of Germany or in the Soviet 
Sector of Berlin shall be marked under the provisions of section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended, to indicate to the ultimate purchaser the English name of the country of 
origin by the legend “Germany (Soviet Occupied).” 

The parenthetical words may be substituted with “Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics” or “U.S.S.R." or “U.S.S.R. (Russia)” or “Soviet Russia” or “Soviet Union” or any 
other wording which is acceptable for marking purposes under section 304, Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended, for products of Russia. 

Articles manufactured or produced in Poland, in an area under the provisional 
administration of Poland immediately east of the Oder-Neisse line and in East Prussia, 
or in the former Free City of Danzig shall be marked under the provisions of section 304, 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, to indicate Poland as the “country of origin.” 

Articles manufactured or produced in the area in East Prussia under the provisional 
administration of the Soviet Union shall be marked under the provisions of section 304, 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, to indicate the Union of.Soviet Socialist Republics as the 
“country of origin.” 

This regulation shall supersede the instructions in Treasury Decisions 53210 and 
53281/3 insofar as the marking under section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, of 
articles manufactured or produced in the places indicated is concerned. [T.D. 55104.]

Several hundred responses have been received commenting on proposed amendments 
to $§ 26.5(a), (b), and 26.7(a), Customs Regulations, published as a notice of proposed 
rule making in the Federal Register of March 10, 1959, at page 1719, to permit the press 
to obtain from customs records and publish the names of shippers (exporters) of export 
shipments by vessel 

After careful consideration of the views, data, and arguments submitted in writing 
by exporters, vessel lines, freight forwarders and brokers, industry and trade associa- 
tions, and all other parties which responded, it has been decided not to adopt the pro- 
posed amendments. 
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NEW DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE FORM GR-237, SEED OFFERED 
FOR IMPORTATION UNDER THE FEDERAL SEED ACT 


The above form will replace two forms, No. GR-234 and No. GR-304, presently used 
in connection with importation of seed under the Federal Seed Act and joint regulations 
of the Department of Agriculture and Department of the Treasury (title 7, Code of Federal 
tegulations, 201.201-201.231). GR-234 is now stocked by the Customs Service and was 
designed for use in identifying the shipment of seed as required by section 201.215 of 
the joint regulations. GR-304 is presently used by the Seed Branch, Grain Division, 
Agricultural Marketing Service, Department of Agriculture, in refusing admission of 
imported seed or in notifying the consignee that the seed may enter into the commerce 
of the United States 

Part I of the new form GR-237 is headed, “TO BE COMPLETED BY TREASURY 
DEPARTMENT, U. 8S. CUSTOMS SERVICE,” and it will be the responsibility of customs, 
as it was with form GR-234, to see that all of the information asked for is furnished and 
to complete items such as the date and signature of customs official at the end of Part I. 
However, as was suggested in the processing of form GR-234 and predecessors of that 
form, customs offices which determine it to be advantageous may require the importer 
or his customhouse broker to complete the form to the fullest extent possible. See Bureau 
of Customs Circular Letter No, 2941 of February 27, 1956 (611.1). 

All five copies of the new form will be distributed in accordance with instructions 
thereon; none will be retained for customs files as was done with copies of the forms 
that are replaced. Therefore, upon sampling of a shipment of seed it will be necessary 
to endorse the permit, by hand or with a suitable rubber stamp, “Seed sampled in ac- 
cordance with Federal Seed Act,” or words of similar effect. After copies of GR-237 are 
distributed, the entry will be placed in a suspense file for a period of 60 days from the 
date of entry. If at the end of the suspense period there has not been received a notice 
of rejection of the seed by the Seed Branch, the entry can be liquidated in the customary 
manner, 

An initial supply of form GR-237 will be distributed to all ports by the Seed Branch 
sometime after May 15, 1960. Please start using the form on July 1, 1960, or as soon 
thereafter as you receive your initial supply. As at present, replacement supplies of the 
form will be available from the nearest Seed Branch field office. 

Please keep your present supply of form GR-234 until their return is requested by 
the Seed Branch. (C/L 3122.) 


PORTLAND CEMENT, OTHER THAN WHITE, NON-STAINING PORTLAND 
CEMENT, FROM WEST GERMANY 


Notice That There Is Reason To Believe or Suspect Purchase Price Is Less or Likely 
To Be Less That Foreign Market Value—Pursuant to section 201(b) of the Antidumping 
Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160 (b), notice is hereby given that there is reason to 
believe or suspect, from information presented to me, that the purchase gsice of Portland 
cement, other than white, non-staining Portland cement, imported from West Germany is 
less or likely to be less than the foreign market value, as defined by sections 203 and 205, 
respectively, of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 162 and 164). 

Customs officers are being authorized to withhold appraisement of entries of Portland 
cement, other than white, non-staining Portland cement from West Germany pursuant 
to § 14.9 of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 14.9).

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—TEXTILE FIBER PRODUCTS 
IDENTIFICATION ACT—INVOICING REQUIREMENTS 


The Textile Fiber Products Identification Act, approved September 2, 1958 (15 U.S.C 
70-70k), effective March 3, 1960, and the regulations of the Federal Trade Commission 
(16 CFR, Part 303) promulgated thereunder set forth certain labeling or marking require 
ments with respect to textile fiber products In connection therewith, it is necessary 
that certain information be included in invoices covering such products when imported 
and that the Customs Regulations be amended by adding provisions to aid in carrying 
out the requirements of the Act and the regulations of the Federal Trade Commission 
with respect to imported textile fiber products 

Accordingly, customs invoices of textile fiber products imported on and after May 1 
1960, shall contain, in addition to all other information required by law or regulations 
the following information 

(1) The constituent fiber or combination of fibers in the textile fiber product, desig 
nating with equal prominence each natural or manufactured fiber in the textile fiber 
product by its general name in the order of predominance by the weight thereof if the 
weight of such fiber is 5 per centum or more of the total fiber weight of the product 

(2) The percentage of each fiber present, by weight, in the total fiber content of the 
textile fiber product, exclusive of ornamentation not exceeding 5 per centum by weight of 
the total fiber content 

(3) The name, or other identification issued and registered by the Federal Trade 
Commission of the manufacturer of the product or one or more persons subject to 
section of the Textile Fiber Products Identification Act (15 U.S.C. 70a) with respect 
to such product 

(4) The name of the country where processed or manufactured.

from marking or labeling under section 12 of the Act (15 U.S.C. 70j). An invoice 
or other paper, containing the specified information may be used in lieu of a label 
where the textile product is not in the form intended for sale, delivery to, or for use by 
the ultimate consumer. Rule 31 of the Federal Trade Commission (16 CFR 303.31). 

(b) If imported fiber products are rot correctly labeled and the collector is 
satisfied that the error or omission involved no fraud or willful neglect, the importer 
shall be afforded a reasonable opportunity to label the merchandise under customs 
supervision to conform with the requirements of such Act and the rules and regulations 
of the Federal Trade Commission. The compensation and expenses of customs officers 
and employees assigned to supervise the labeling shall be reimbursed to the Govern- 
ment and shall be assessed in the same manner as in the case of marking of country 
of origin, section 11.8 (m). 

(c) Packages of fiber products subject to the provisions of this section which are 
not designated for examination may be released pending examination of the designated 
packages, but only if there shall have been filed in connection with the entry the 
usual customs single entry or term bond in such amount as is prescribed for such 
bonds in section 25.4 of these regulations. 

(d) The collector of customs shall give written notice to the importer of any lack 
of compliance with the Fiber Products Identification Act in respect of an importation 
of fiber products, and pursuant to section 8.26(a) of these regulations shall demand 
the immediate return of the involved products to customs custody, unless the lack of 
compliance is forthwith corrected. 

(e) If the products covered by a notice and demand given pursuant to the pre- 
ceding paragraph are not promptly returned to customs custody and the collector is 
not fully satisfied that they have been brought into compliance ith the Fiber Products 
Identification Act, appropriate action shall be taken to effect the collection of liquidated 
damages in an amount equal to the entered value of the merchandise not redelivered, 
plus the estimated duty thereon as determined at the time of entry, unless the owner 
er consignee shall file with the appropriate customs officer an application for cancella- 
tion of the liability incurred under the bond upon the payment as liquidated damages 
of a lesser amount than the full amount of the liquidated damages incurred, or upon 
the basis of such other terms and conditions as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
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deem sufficient. The application shall contain a full statement of the reasons for the 
requested cancellation and shall be in duplicate. 

(f) If any willful or flagrant violation of the Act with respect to the importation 
of articles comes to the attention of a collector of customs, the involved merchandise 
shall be placed under seizure, or a demand shall be made for the redelivery of the 
merchandise if it has been released from customs custody, and the case shall be reported 
to the Federal Trade Commission, Washington 25, D. C. (Secs. 2-12, 14, 72 Stat. 1717; 
15 U.S.C. 70-70k.) [T.D. 55085.] 

Notice of proposed rule making and public procedure under section 4 of the Admin- 
istrative Procedure Act (5 U.S.C. 1003) is found to be impracticable because the effective 
date of the above-mentioned Textile Fiber Products Identification Act and the regula- 
tions of the Federal Trade Commission is March 3, 1960, and it is important that these 
implementing amendments to the Customs Regulations be issued as soon as possible. 
For the same reason good cause is found for making these regulations (except the 
provision for additional information on invoices) effective upon publication in the 
Federal Register 

Copies of the Textile Fiber Products Identification Act and the rules and regulations 
promulgated under that Act have been sent directly to the collectors of customs by the 
Federal Trade Commission 


PORTLAND CEMENT FROM NORWAY 


Determination of No Sales at Less Than Fair Value—A complaint was received that 
Portland cement from Norway was being sold to the United States at less than fair value 
within the meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921 

I hereby determine that Portland cement from Norway is not being, nor likely to be, 
sold in the United States at less than fair value within the meaning of section 201(a) 
of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160 (a)). 

Statement of reasons. It was determined that for fair value purposes a comparison 
of the price of the Portland cement sold for home consumption in Norway in ship-sale 
quantities with the price of the Portland cement sold to the United States was appropriate 

In making the comparison due allowance was made for the higher costs such as 
financing, advertising, and selling expenses in connection with sales in the home market 
as compared with those attending selling to the Unittd States. An adjustment was also 
made for the higher cost of the bags used in the exportation of the cement to the United 
States It was also determined that the much greater quantities per order sold to the 
United States as compared with the relatively small sales to the many home market cus- 
tomers justified a quantity allowance in accordance with the provisions of the Antidump- 
ing Act. Purchase price was found to be not lower than the home market price 

This determination and the statement of reasons therefor are published pursuant 
to section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(c))

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—REJECTED MERCHANDISE 

Applications are sometimes submitted by the drawback entrant in the case of rejected 
merchandise for permission to return the merchandise to customs custody at a port 
other than the port where the merchandise was originally entered. It is the purpose of 
this amendment to provide regulations for such procedure.

Accordingly, the Customs Regulations are hereby amended as follows: 

Section 22.32(n) is amended by inserting after the word “entered” in the first sen- 
tence the following words “or any other port” so that the paragraph will read as follows: 

(a) An importer of merchandise claimed not to conform to sample or specifications 
or to have been shipped to him without his consent, who desires to export such 
merchandise with benefit of drawback, shali file with the collector of customs at the 
port where the merchandise was entered or at any other port a drawback entry in 
duplicate on customs Form 7539, stating the quantity and description of the mer- 
chandise and identifying it with the import entry. The drawback entry shall also 
specify the place where the merchandise is to be deposited in customs custody. If 
the collector is of the opinion that the place specified is not suitable for the proper 
examination of the merchandise and any necessary repacking, he shall require the 
merchandise to be delivered to a suitable place at the expense of the applicant. [T.D. 
55114.) 

Section 22.32(b) is amended by inserting at the end thereof the following new 
sentence 
If the merchandise is returned to customs custody at a port other than at the port at 
which it was originally entered, and the drawback entry is to be filed at such other 
port, the collector of customs at that port shall request the collector of customs at 
the port where the merchandise was originally entered to furnish the date on which 
the merchandise was released from customs custody, a certified copy of the invoice, 
and a certificate of importation. [T.D. 55114.] 

Section 22.33(a) is amended by inserting after the third sentence the following new 
Appiientions for extension of time shall be filed with, an dacted upon by, the collector 
of customs at the port where the drawback entry will be filed. 
so that the paragraph will read as follows: 

(a) Upon receipt of the drawback entry, the collector shall assign a number 
thereto, by appropriate notation on all copies, approve the place of deposit of the 
merchandise specified by the person making the entry or designate another place if 
that one is not deemed suitable, and return the original to the entrant for presentation 
with the merchandise to the customs officer at the place of deposit. The merchandise 
shall be delivered into customs custody at such place within 90 days after the date 
on which it was originally released from customs custody unless, either before or after 
the return of the merchandise, a longer time is specially authorized by the Bureau, 
or by the collector under the authority of this paragraph. The collector, upon written 
application, may extend the period in those cases where he is satisfied that the im- 
porter has been or will be prevented by circumstances beyond his control from return- 
ing the merchandise within the 90-day period, and that the importer proposes to 
return, or has returned, the merchandise within a reasonable time. Applications for 
extension of time shall be filed with, and acted upon by, the collector of customs at 
the port where the drawback entry will be filed. If the merchandise is to be exported 
otherwise than by mail, one copy of the entry shall be returned to the entrant, for 
resubmission to the collector in accordance with paragraph (e). A receipt showing 
the fact and date of such delivery shall be furnished to the applicant if he requests it. 
If the report of the receiving officer shows that the merchandise was not returned to 
customs custody within the time required by law, the drawback shall be denied. 
[T.D. 55114.] 

Section 22.35 permits the collector to waive certain proof in claims for drawback of 
duties on rejected merchandise where the amount of duty is less than $25. In the interest 
of expeditious handling of small claims, it has been determined that this amount may be 
increased to $50 without danger to the revenue. Accordingly, section 22.35 is hereby 
amended by substituting “$50” for “$25" wherever it appears therein. [T.D. 55114.] 


WELDING FITTINGS: MARKING OF THE NAME OF THE COUNTRY OF 
ORIGIN 


Information has been submitted that welding fittings marked with the name of the 
country of origin by stenciling are subjected after importation to certain cleaning proc- 
esses, including sand blasting, and to painting which removes or obliterates the marking 
before it reaches the “ultimate purchaser.” 

Effective immediately, welding fittings, including welding flanges shall be marked 
with the name of the country of origin by means of diesinking, raised lettering, or by 
metal tags welded to the fitting upon which the name of the country of origin appears 
in raised letters or by diesinking. Such marking shall be of a size and depth that it will 
remain legible and conspicuous after the fitting is put through a cleaning process, in- 
cluding sand blasting and painting in the United States. (C/L 3089—Supp. No. 2. 
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IMPORTATION OF MEXICAN GOLD COINS AND MEDALLIONS

Ege grading machine. Chief use. “New articles.”—An egg grading machine known as 
model J Melbourne Junior Egg Grader or model J Big Dutchman Egg Grader, a smal! 
egg grader not of a class or kind in the trade or commerce of the United States, at the 
time of enactment of the Tariff Act of 1930, designed especially for the poultry raiser who 
grades his own eggs, and chiefly used in the United States on farms by poultry farmers, 
classifiable as an agricultural implement, n.s.p.f., under par. 1604. [T.D. 55097(9).] 
me Entireties. Tariff Entities.—Importation consisting of two separate articles, a curing 
Se anne te he eee a mixture containing a coal-tar synthetic resin, plus pigment 
y seat 7 a 22, J ether after importation to produce a paint, not an entirety 
or tariff purposes.

Footwear, turn or turned shoe.—-The woman's white, ballet-style, leather slipper has 
a soft leather outsole, a rubber cushion, a letter sock lining, and a separately sewn, soft, 
thin, leather heel. A white leather bow adorns the vamp; the upper is unlined This 
article is made by machine sewing the upper and outer sole together wrong side out 
(outside in) and later turning the sewed article inside out. Such footwear is classifiable 
as turn or turned shoes for misses or women, in c.v. of leather, n.s.p.f., under par. 1530(e) 
(T.D. 56007 (8).1 

Glass beads. Country of origin.—Glass beads of Czechoslovakia origin processed in 
Western Germany by the application of a finish known as “Aurora Borealis” or “Titania” 
by a vacuum plating process which imparts an iridescence, considered to be products of 
Western Germany and entitled to reduced rates of duty pursuant to trade agreements 
(T.D. 55083(11).] 

Hinokitiol (Beta Thujaplicin), a chemical compound obtained by distillation and 
recrystallization of the oil of the Japanese hiba tree, no evidence being available to 
establish that this compound is chiefly used in the United States for medicinal purposes, 
is classifiable as a chemical compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 55105¢5).] 

Hydrochloride, promazine, (50 mb per cc) classifiable as a coal-tar medicinal under 
par. 28(a). [T.D. 55001(9).] 

Kool-aid, a powdered soft drink mix, to be mixed with 2 quarts of water and 1 to 
1% cups of sugar, artificially or naturally flavored (raspberry, orange, and lemon-lime) 
containing no evidence of fruit juice, sucrose, or products provided for in paragraphs 27 
or 1651, but containing 61 to 67% of dextrose, citric acid, and artificially coloring matter, 
classifiable as an edible preparation for human consumption under par.

Machine, knitting, power-operated, flat, classifiable as V-bed flat knitting machine 
under par. 372. [(T.D. 55087(10).] 

Machine for tiabeling a poules by a printing process i classifiable as printing 
machinery (except for textiles) under par. 372. [T.D. 05(7).1 

Machine, plastic, known as “PLASTICS-FLOGUN,” designed to plasticize thermo- 
plastic materials by means of electrical heat and pressure, classifiable as an article, hav- 
ing as an essential feature an electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., under par. 353. [T.D. 
SHODTC11).) 

Mats, cow, rubber, in various rectangular sizes with dimensions of 40 to 54 inches in 
width and 56 to 68 inches in length weighing from 60 to 95 pounds and % inch thick, the 
primary purpose of which is to prevent cows from slipping and injuring themselves in 
falls on the concrete floors of the barns, are classifiable, if composed wholly or in c.v. of 
india rubber, as manufactures of india rubber, n.s.p.f., finished or unfinished, under par 
1537(b), rather than as agricultural implements under par. 1604 IT.D. 5510508).] 

Mats, place, plastic, in sizes 12 x 18 and 13 x 19 inches made of two sheets of trans 
lucent synthetic resin of the polyvinyl chloride type pressed together with a butterfly 
and some natural leaves inserted between them, the synthetic resin not serving as chief 
binding agent nor impregating the butterfly or leaves, dutiable at the rate applicable to 
paper cut to shape under par. 1413 An uncut plastic sheet 24 x 36 inches of similar con- 
struction to be cut into four place mats, is dutiable at the rate applicable to uncoated 
paper embossed or printed otherwise than lithographically under par. 1405. [T.D. 550097(11).1 

Mechanism, spring. Parts..-A spring mechanism containing gears, apparently used 
to impart motion to novelties, in the absence of evidence that it is chiefly used as a part 
of toys, is properly classifiable as a machine, n.s.p.f., under par.

Mixture, canned, consisting of mandarin orange sections and pine apple bits, classifiable 
as a mixture of two or more fruits prepared or preserv ed under par. 752. [T.D. 55105 (10).] 

Paint, a mixture in part of a synthetic resin prepared from phthalic anhydride, clas- 
sifiable as a mixture in part of a coal-tar resin under par 28(a), and not under par 
27(a)(4)(5) as a mixture ore in whole or in part from any product provided for 
in par. 27 or 1651. [T.D. 55007(12).] 

Pamphlets, describing and illustrating a library of fine books, for gratuitious general 
distribution intended to stimulate interest in and encourage donations to the library, are 
classifiable as pamphlets under par. 1410, rather than as publications of individuals for 
gratuitous private circulation, not advertising matter under par. 1629(a). [T.D. 55001(12).] 

Paper, bristol board, a parchment-like lampshade paper whose characteristics are due 
to impregnating the paper with resin and not through treatment of original stock with 
sulfuric acid of a strength sufficient to parchmentize it, having a bursting strength 
outside the range of 15 to 130 pounds for vegetable parchment paper, classifiable as bristol 
board under par. 1407. [T.D. 55105(11).] 

Pellets, lead alloy, spherical, 16 and 22 mills in diameter, used in the manufacture of 
transistors, are classifiable as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of lead, under par. 
397. ([T.D. 55001(14).] 

Plastic phosphor, type NE-102, a resin-like product produced from coal tar and con- 
taining a dissolved phosphor, imported in finished form ready for use in detection devices, 
classifiable as a manufacture of a product having synthetic resin as chief binding agent 
under par. 1539(b). [T.D. 550097(13).] 

Preparations, pharmaceutical.—Makatussin antitussive drops, liquid cough drops, con- 
sisting of vegetable extracts of drosera rotundifolia, thymus vulgaris, senega root, licorice 
root, and pimpinella anisum, and ephedrine benzoate, Japanese camphor, natural methol 
anise oil, and eucalyptus oil, classifiable as a coal-tar medicinal under par. 28(a); Ulcotest 
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powder, used in treatment of ulcers, gastritis, and indigestion, consisting of colloidal 
silver, colloidal aluminum hydroxide, bismuth subnitrate, mineral trace element of cobalt, 
iron, copper, manganese complex plus cerium, silicon, vanadium complex, magnesium 
carbonate, phosphoric acid, and hamamelis valerian extract, classifiable as a medicinal 
preparation, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 55083(13).] 

Prints made by hand transfer process, consisting of Eskimo prints of Northland 
scenes, unbound, printed by hand from stone or seal skin which has been etched, drawn, 
or engraved by hand, and which bear the trademark “Canadian Eskimo Art” as a guar- 
antee by the Canadian Government of their authenticity, may be classifiable under the 
provision for artist's proof etchings unbound, engravings and woodcuts unbound, litho- 
graphs, or prints made by other hand transfer processes unbound, in par. 1807(a), upon 
applicable customs regulations. [T.D. 55083(14).] 

Printing paper, uncoated, which is a bleached sulphite, sulphate, or combination of 
both, to be used in the manufacture of envelopes but suitable as a printing paper, clas- 
sifiable as uncoated printing paper. [T.D. 55001(15).] 

Pearls, cultured, novelty manufactured articles in e.v. of, not enumerated in the 
tariff act and not similar in use to any article enumerated in the tariff act, are classifiable 
under par. 1558, as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., under that par., and not dutiable on the 
basis of the component material in c.v. at the rate applicable under par. 1528, to pearls, 
drilled or undrilled, but not set or strung, the mixed materials clause having been re- 
pealed by the Customs Simplification Act of 1954. Paper weights in c.v. of cultured pearls 
are dutiable by similitude (par. 1559(a)) at the rate applicable to blown glass household 
articles, not cut or engraved, and not bubble glass, under par. 218(f), and not dutiable 
on the basis of the component material in c.v. at the rate applicable under par. 1528. 
(T.D. 55091(13).] 

Pump, suction, known as the “Mobil-Vac"” oral evacuator, chiefly used in dental 
operations to keep the operating field clear of saliva and debris, classifiable as a dental 
instrument under par. 359, and not as an article having as an essential feature an elec- 
trical element or device under par. 353. [T.D. 55083(15).] 

Punch card; index card, plastic.—Punch card, printed, which is a yellow card re- 
sembling an I.B.M. punch card, made of plastic containing no filler material, dutiable at 
the rate applicable to bristol board, printed other than by lithographic process, under 
par. 1407(a). Index card which is an unprinted blue card in size the same as index cards, 
dutiable at the rate applicable to bristol board, not bordered, decorated in any manner, 
embossed, lined, printed, or ruled, under par. 1407(a). [T.D. 55001(16).] 

Rails, steel, new, rejected for railroad use because of minor defects, not commercially 
usable as rails, but suitable for splitting and rolling into various bar sized shapes and 
angles, classifiable as rerolling rails under Public Law 869, as amended and extended, and 
not as T rails under par. 322. [T.D. 55105(12).] 

Reflector, metal. Parts Metal reflector for combined tail and stop light, supplied 
as standard equipment on automobiles, classifiable under provision for parts of automo- 
biles in par. 369(c), rather than as an article, n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured, 
wholly or in c.v. of metal, under par. 397. [T.D. 55097(14).] 

Roofing felt, made of glass reinforced fiber mat which is impregnated with an asphalt 
substance, classifiable as roofing felt under par. 1402. [T.D. 55007(15).] 
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Syria, Lebanon, Israel, Saudi Arabia, Sudan, Ethiopia, French Somaliland, 
Aden, India, Pakistan, Ceylon, Burma.

Supplements, protein.—Weider protein supplement tablets, consisting in part of ribo- 
flavin or niacinamide derived from coal-tar, classifiable as a coal-tar medicinal under 
par.
